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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on December 9, 2008 has been entered. 

Applicant's amendment filed December 9, 2008, is acknowledged. Applicant has 

amended the claims by canceling the previously pending claims, claims 37-56, and introducing 

new claims 57-76. Claims 57-76 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons:

("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in an 
application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a 
technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features.

inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.

In the instant case the claims lack unity of invention, because the claims do not comply 

with 37 CFR § 1.475 (b) in that the instant claims are drawn to more than one combination of 

categories. Specifically, the claims of the "main invention" (Group I) are drawn to a method of 

making an alcohol by reduction whereas the claims of Group II are drawn to a second method, a 

method of making a carbonyl compound by oxidation. The claims lack unity, because the 

methods require different starting materials, have different effects (oxidation vs. reduction), and 

have different utility/produce different products (alcohol vs. carbonyl compound), and thus lack 

a shared or special technical feature.
